A SUDDEN SUMMONS. 


William Towling Called Away in 


the Night by Heart Disease 


William Towling, the well-known book 


binder, Knight Templar and O d Fellow, 
who had been a resident of Deoatnr since 
1861, died this ^Monday) morning at 2 
o'clock at hia home, corner of North 
Water 
and 
Division 
streets. 
Mr. 


Towling, who WBB in the 66th year of his 
age, had been afflicted with severe at- 
tacks of heart disease daring the psat 18 
months. He had been at home nearly 
all of last week, but on Sunday he felt 
so much better that he took a walk in 
the morning and again in the after- 
noon, coming down to the business part 
of the city 
He was in his usual health 


at the snpper hour and when tbe family 
retired. He occupied a cot down etairs 
so that he could look after bis daughter, 
Miss Pearl, who has been suffering with 
a Bpiumed arm 
At 1 45 this morning

2^, 1854 gust forty years ago, MIBB Cath- 
erine Hays became his wife in Chicago, 
and to the couple were born nine chil- 
dren, all of whom, with the wife and 
mother, survive

field, 111 , Mrs. Clara Marknam, wife of 
William M Markham, of Kmeaa City, 
Mo , Walter Towling, of D oatnr, Mrs.

8t Louis, Lewis 0 Towhog, of Deoatur,

The bindery was subsequently 


pnrol ased bi Mr Case, who removed it 
t j the third tl >or of the Luiby budding, 
tnd Mr fowling wpnt w<th it 
A few 


jtaro 'nter tbe bindery was -emoved 
fiom Deoatur, and Mr fowling bought 
ar on fib and engaged in business for 
himself 
He has oinoe carried on the 


Neirly all bis hfa since coming to De 


oa'nr, Mr Towling was identified with 
various secret societies 
At the time of 


hie death he was a Mason, an Odd Fel- 
low, a Knght of Honor and a member of 
the I. O M A 
His life insurance 


amounts to $5250 
He was made B 


Master Maeon in Ionic Lodge No. 312 in 
1P6S), a Koyal Arch Mason in Maoon 
Chapter No 21 in 1871 and a Knight 
Temular in Be ummanoir Commanderv, 
No 9, in April, 1871 and a Royal and 
Seleot Mason in Deoatar Council No 16, 
in May, 1879 


The deceased was a genial and kmd- 


h«»rt»d man, and In timea of adversity 
ntid sickness he bore np and looked on 
the bright side of life.

Capture of the Supposed Mur- 


derer of George Fenser. 


Harry MltoheU Answers tbe Des- 


cription ol the Tramp to a T

The police did a clever piece of work 


to-day when they captured Hairy Mitch- 
ell, a young man 18 years ot age, enp- 
poeed to be tbe tramp "Bob" who 
got 
into 
a 
fight 
with 
George 


Eenner, the Chicago tramp, ID Deoatur 
Sunday night, January 14th, and caused 
his death by stabbing him in the mde 
with B knife at the Morgan street oroBB- 
ing ot tbe iVabaeh road. Mitchell was 
caught at the I , D. & W nsnd boose 
this morning by OffioerB Simeral and 
Williamson, and the pneonf r was tak-n 
to tbe county 3 ml. He answers folly the 
description given by Fenser in hie con- 
versation with Martha! L hman and 
Offioer Hewes 
In every detail except 


»s to name he fits the description, i;s to 
heipht, color of eyes, weight, color of 
oloth«s ana shoes 
The offiaere are con 


fident they have in jail the murderer of 
Fe ser 


It will bi renumbered tuat there were 


four tramps in the party the night of the 
fuht, nod Fanser was stabbud by a 
young man named "Bob " He got away. 
Feneer was taken to the Laclede hotel, 
where he died on Saturday last, and the 
two tramps are gone 
They left the day 


after tbe stabbing for parts unknown. 
Fenser said the party oefore the fight 
were at the I,, D & W. Band honee. One 
of them 
WBB bis tramp oompaniOD| 


FraLk Miller, a German, the other was 
a Norwegian, while the fonrth was

day, stated that his home IB at 243 West 
Suth street, Cincinnati, and that he was 
never known as Bob 
He ad mite, how- 


ev«r, that he was with the three tramps 
at tbe Band boose tbe night of January 
14ib, and that be remembers that one of 
the men was known as the German and 
another as tbe Swede 
He also admits 


tbat he oame with ibe three men as far 
as the depot when heltft, them and got a 
freight tram on which he went to Toledo 
Oaio. He iler. JOB that he got into a tinht 
with Miller or Feneer, or tbat he wect 
any further west than the depot. Bat n

I NEW REPUBLIC TO BE ESTABLISHED 


In PI ice of the Provisional Govern 


ment Should the Scheme for An- 


nexe lion Finally Jail—A Constl- 


• ution Already Prepared. 


Arrival of the Monowa',.

ney, Auckland and Samoa,-via Hono- 
lulu, late yesterday afternoon. She 
brings full Hawaiian adviceb to nearly 
a week later than previous advices.

Strong remonstrances hare been ad- 
dressed to Minister Willis. It is pri- 
vately learned that a new constitution 
is all ready to be promulgated at the 
pioper tune. Chinese laborers arc to 
l>e imported until Japan is n¥ady to 
continue the supply on satisfactory 
terms. It seems to be definitely as- 
certained that for several weeks past, 
ami prior to Mr. Thurslon's visit the 
government has been vorking out a 
form of constitution for an inde- 
pendent Hawaiian 
republic, which 


is' now substantially settled upon. 
Its

is 
like 
the 
constitu- 


tions 
of 
the 
states 
of 
the 


union with president ;mil vice-presi- 
dent and upper and lower houses of the 
legislature. For voters for members 
of the lower house the chief qualifica- 
tion is the ability to read and write the 
English language, which will exclude 
most of the Japanese. In this house 
the native and half-white vote will 
greatly predominate. For the upper 
house, will be required in voters an ed- 
ucational and a property qualification, 
sufficient to secure the predominance 
of intelligent white citizens, who will 
also control the choice of the execu- 
tive. 


Certain special powers will be con- 


ferred upon the executive, and the up- 
per house acting in concert, which will 
enable them when well agreed, to pre- 
vent obstruction of necessary legisla- 
tion by the lower house 


Under this constitution the native 


element will possess all the power in 
legislation it ever possessed while the 
royal and executive power will be prac- 
tically lransferr».l to the control of the 
more intelligent and capable nopula- 
tion. 
* 


The government will not proclaim 


this constitution until after learning 
from Minister Thurston that there is 
no present prospect of any form of 
political union with the Tinted States. 
There is no ilntibt whatever that such 
a constitution will be heartily ap- 
proved by the rank and file of the sup- 
porters of the provisional government, 
who will gladly forego, it 
1 necessary, 


some voting privileges in order to se- 
cure the results of the revolution for 
which they have faced so much danger 
together. 


To make the right of suffrage unlim- 


ited would bo simply to throw away 
all they have worked for. No consti- 
tution in Hawaii lias never been sub- 
mitted to a vote of the people, but sim- 
ply proclaimed by the executive au- 
thority, which precedent is likely to 
to followed in the next similar case. 


In an interview with Kaulani's 
uardian, T II. Davies, he said it was 


difficult to forecast the future of Ha- 
waii. The provisional government can- 
not possibly go on. It is simply the 
rule of the mob, answera'ole only to 
popular clamor. His desire was a 
peaceful 
compromise between 
the 


jueen and Dole, in which suitable ar- 
bitrators should have adjusted a new 
:opstitution, reducing royal power 
like tt at of Victoria, liut he was made 
aware that the provisional government 
would listen to no propositions of that 
kind. 
^ 


Mr. Davies claims to be entirely dis- 


interested in his views. He stands on 
the highest ground of principle, firmly 
reprobating the great wrong of at- 
tempting to convey away a nationality 
Igainst the will of the people. 


The coining 17th of January is the 


first anniversary of the abolition of the 
Hawaiian monarch. The government 
has ordered this day to be observed as 


national holiday. The planters op- 


pose this as interfering with their la- 
bor in the busy season. In any case, it 
will be generally observed by the 
friends of the government, and stores 
will be closed. The military quartered 
in the Judiciary building are preparing 
it for illumination by Japanese lan- 
terns. 


The coincidence has been discovered 


that precisely a centxiry earlier, on the 
ITth of January, 1793, Lonis XVI. of 
France was condemned to the guillo- 
tine. 


The correspondence still continues 


between President Dole and Minister 
Willis a jout the latter's ''menacing at- 
titude" is the former has expressed it. 
Willis last letter made complaint of 
the allegation as offensive and dispar- 
aging 'o his government, and de- 
manded specifications and evidences. 
To this the president responded this 
week by an extended statement reciting 
all the ways in which the community 
and tuo government were systemat- 
ically caused to believe, and especially 
after the arrival of the Corwin, that 
the minister was about to land the 
naval forces to restore the uueen. His 
repeated refusals to saj anything to 
remove this belief are specified. Dole 
recounts the cause of tHs distressing 
state of c.nxlcty and alarm, and its in- 
jury to business, and to the credit and 
authority of the government. This 
correspondence will probably not soon 
be guen lo the Honolulu public. 


Tnc planters have asked the govern- 


ment for permission to introduce a 
limited number of Chinese laborers. 
The councils voted yesterday to grant 


I their request. The reasons given by 
I the planters are that further shipment! 


from Japan are likely to be postponed 
until certain questions are settled be- 
tween the two governments, and that 
the Japanese who own large estates 
aro liable to become exacting and 
quarrelsome. During '04 about 5,000 
labor contracts will expire" and their 
places need to be filled.

During the past week the available 


cash balance in the treasury has in- 
creased from 1227,045.54 to $878,879.18. 
This increase was mainly due to re- 
ceipts of taxes of 136,000 and from 
sales of bonds »5,000, the first bonds 
sold since the Corwin arrived. 


Walter G. Smith, of the Star, con- 


tinues to be earnestly pushed by tha 
Annexationist club to fill the next va- 
cancy in the advisory council.

Should the new consti- 
tution be proclaimed, Mr. Smith may 
prefer to run for the new senate. 


The matter of removal from office of 


known royalists is still a J.ive issue. 
Atlornoy-Ucneral Smith, who has al- 
ways expressed to the advisory council 
the views of the executive board on re- 
movals from office, said this morning: 


"We have quite a quantity of evi- 


dence touching many cases. 
Nothing 


has yet been finally decided upon. It 
is expected that there will be some de- 
velopments during the week. The 
cause of the recent delay has been the 
illness of President Dole. According 
to a correspondent in Hamakua, soraa 
officeholders of that district have lately 
been holding a feast in honor of the 
anticipated return of Lilioukalani to 
the throne.

has failed to observe the annoy mo* that 
often follows from a passenger offering 
a bill from which he expeote the con- 
ductor to take bis fare or give him a free 
ride. Thia ie almost invariably done, on 


would recover. There waa a change for tbe assumption that it is the duty of the 


conductor to change any kind ot a bill 
that is offered, no matter bow large the 
denomination may be; but tlia theory 
has been exploded in a New York court, 
and justly, too. The decision e by the 
Supreme court of that state, and was 
delivered by Justice Qaynor. 


On the original point in dispr te Jndge 


Gaynor held that, "in accepting pay for 
specific p«jy«.sri the payet 
is not 


obliged to make change, and th it chang- 
ing a bill is mprfly an act of courtesy 
or custom witkovt ••mans of legal en- 
forcement." 


The cause whioh gave rise to this deci- 


sion was a street oar affair iu t ie city of 
New York, wherein a passenger present- 
ed a 80 bill to the conductor from whioh 
to 
have his 
fare taken. 
The ooa- 


cKiotor was unable to make chi.nge and 
stopped a passing car to secure it but 
failed. He refused to return the bill, 
ttatmg that tbe passenger could ride on 
the car until they reached tbe treasurer's 
oflice where change could be m tde, or 
passenger would give him his a 
woild send him his change. Tba passen- 
ger got huffy, left the oar and sued the 
conductor for petit larceny. The super 
intendent of the road appenrei inocurt 
and offered the plaintiff his $1 95. The 
offer was refused and on inetrnotione 
from the court the conductor waa dis- 
charged. He then sued tbe iiissenger 
for falee imprisonment, and the case was 
carried to the Supreme court r/here the 
conductor was hllowed 8110 lamagee, 
based on the principle npon whioh the 
foiugoing opinion was given.

was honorable and upright

he did his part toward advan jing the in 
tercets of Decatnr, and alth< ugh he has 
been inactive for teurly twenty jonrp be 
hns watched with satisfaction the devel 
opfinent of tue city 


William J Usrey was bcrn nt Waeh 


jngton, seven miles from Natchez, Mies 
May 16,1827, his father dying when he 
was an infant 
He was christened Vin- 


cent Usrey but h» never liked tne name, 
and when he camp to Illinois by petition 
to the legislature he bad the name 
changed to William J 
As soon BS he 


oonld talk the ileseaeed entered the 
school at Nstchtz i nd later graduated 
from the University at the age of 1C, and 
while be attended school nt odd hoars 
he acquired a practical knowledge of the 
art of printing He carn-i to Deeainr m 
1842, and at intervals taught school in

What IB the Mace? 


Sometimes in tbe lower bouse of con 


grees, which is not the most orderly body 
in the land, the presiding ofcoer is una 
ble from hie place to preserve order, be 
cause it sometimes happens in the heat 
of debate that some member or members 
refuse to obey the command of the 
speaker, and in such cases, which are 
rare, the sergeant at arms is instructed 
by the chair to cause such member or 
members lo resume their seats, la such 
cases the sergeant at arms takes the 
mace, which is the symbol of authority, 
and holding it before him walks toward 
the member who is to be ooeroed, whc, if 
he beholds it, takes his seat before it 
reaches him 
A day or two since the 


mace, or the gooee, as the funny members 
cull it, was carried toward Buutelle, ot 
Mame who refused to take his seat when 
ordered to do so by Speaker Crisp This 
has caused some inquiry as to what the 
mace is 
For the benefit ot these m 


quirera we give the following explana 
lion 


The mace was first provided by resolu 


tion ot oongreas m 1789 when Washing- 
ton was president 
It is the symbol of 


the office of the sergeant at arms and is 
borne by him when m the elocution of 
his office on the fl:>or Thd first one, 
which was destroyed by theooLQagralion 
ot the capitol on the 24th of August, 
1814, was made to represent the Roman 
fasces, made of ebony sticks bound tracE- 
versely with a thin silver band, terminat- 
ing in a double tie or bow knot near the 
top, at each end a silver baud on mob 
deep, and on the top of eaoh ot the rods 
a silver spear 
A stem ot silver three 


fourths ot an inch in diameter, and two 
inches long from the center of the fascee, 
supported a globe of silver about two 
and a half inch^a in diameter, upon 
which was an eagle his claws grasping 
the globe, end just in the act of flight, 
hiB wings Bomewhitt more than hait ex 
tended. The eagle waa massive ei)vfrf 
richly carved 
After this one was de- 


st'oyed a temporary one was gotten up 
and was made ot common pine an! 
painted and was used until the session 
of 1841-'42, when the one cow in use, 
which la &B elaborate ae tbe original waa 
procured

aiz Chairs Ordered Brought Bacfc 


tor the Use of the Jury. 


It'a a long story, bat ther» ia lote ot 


meat in it; and DOW then Beams to be a 
teat of antbonty between Jndge Vail 
and the present grand jury. Yesterday 
the grand jury surprised the oonrt by 
giving notice tbat the jnry had passed a 
resolution demanding the return of aiz 
spring-back, leather bottom chairs from 
the circuit oonrt room to the supervisors' 
room, where the jury is in session. And 
thereby hangs a tale. 


It will be remembered that when the 


board of supervisors was m session, and 
when tbe question of extra furniture was 
being considered, Judge Vail addressed 
the board at some length as to what was 
ceeded in the circuit oonrt rooai. Among 
other articles he asked for wsre six 
spring-back chairs for the use of lawyers 
and clients, to be need at the trials of 
long-drawn-out oases. 
The board re- 


fused to order the purchase of the 
chairs, but eaid that when tne board was 
not in session the lawyers and clients 
could use as many chairs as might be re- 
quired from the supervisors' room. That 
was satisfactory, and heretofore there 
has been no trouble in the arrangement. 


When the present gnmd jury was 


sworn in they were sent to Boom 1 on 
the second floor, a room that had been 
fitted np for them by order of the super- 
visors. The room was not considered 
private enough for the jnry and they 
registered a vigorous kick, refusing to 
use it. Thera was a consultation be- 
tween Chairman Starr, of the building 
osmmittee and Judge 
Vail, 
result- 


ing in tbe jury being sent 
to the 


city council 
room on the first floor. 


But 
that 
wouldn't 
answer, 
The 


jury objected 
to 
that 
assignment, 


and 
all 
eaid 
they 
wanted 
the 


supervisors' room. The judge finally 
consented to let the jury into that room, 
which is on the third floor, and after that 
order was entered there was nothing 
more heard from the jury until notice 
came that they wanted the six chairs re- 
turned immediately for their nse. 


The feelings of Judge Vail when he 


read the notice oan better be imagined 
than described. He had almost forgotten 
that there was a grand jnry in existence, 
although it had been in session nearly 
two weeks and had failed to return any 
bills. The chairs in dispute are now in 
daily use in connection with the trial of 
the Troutman Gray land case, and one 
ot the chairs is occupied by Mrs. Trout- 
man who is paat 00 years of age. 
Cer- 


tainly she is entitled to an easy chair, 
and likewise the lawyers on both sides 
who are compelled to sit through the 
tedious trial. If they were compelled to 
occupy hard-bottom, straight chairs, they 
would soon be worn out. 


Judge Vail said this morning that he 


would not order the ohiiirs returned. 
They are needpd badly every day in the 
court loom, and besides, be has an un- 
derstanding with the supervisors as to 
when the ohairs could be u^cd, and the 
jury would have to get aloag with the 
17 spring-back and other ohaira now in 
ass in the supervisors' room. 


The court is inclined to criticise 


the dilatory work of the grand jury. It 
has been in session nearly two weeks, at 
a cost of 8500 to the tax-payers, with no 
bills to show for the outlay. The court 
intimates that if the jnry gets too gay, 
and fails to make a showing pretty soon 
of work accomplished, he will discharge 
it and order a special grand jnry to do 
the wcrk. 


Sold for 81650. 


The Illinois World's Fair Commission- 


ers sold their bnilding yesterday on a 
sealed bid to M. C. Sloan & Co., Chi- 
cago, for $1650, This sum is $1,000 
more than was offered a week ago. 
It 


ia understood that the purchasers will 
take the principal part of the material to 
South Chicago, where it will be used in 
the construction of houses under con 
tract for 'erection by a syndicate. A 
bond of 85,000 for the removal of tbe 
building in a specified time was given by 
Sloan & Oo. The Illinois board will 
turn inlo the state treairnry abont $90,- 
000 as an unexpended balance of the 
Illinois appropriation for the World's 
Fair exhibit. 


Wm. Newby Again Free. 


William Newby who was convicted of 


presenting a false pension claim and 
sentenced to the Chester penitentiary, 
was released yesterday upon a bond of 
82,500, pending a decision of the United 
States Supreme Court whioh granted a 
euporsedeas in theoaee. 
It will be re- 


membered that the government con- 
tended that the person was Daniel 
Benton—"Bicksty Dan"—and m t Newby 
and in spite of overwhelming testimony, 
to establish the fact that he was nore 
other than William Newby, the jury 
found him guilty.

The grand jury at Lincoln yesterday 


returned indictments apuinst Edward 
Van Meter, Robert Woodwar J and Clar- 
ence Howe on the charge of attempting 
to rob a Peoria, Peoatur and Evansville 
railway passenger train last November 
and also for shooting W. F. Trott, a 
brakeman on the train. Ia addition to 
the above indictments were returned 
against the trio for burglary and larceny, 
It is said that Trott positively identified 
the three men named as the parties who ' 
attempted to hold np the train.

Wants O. P Biui.icgton to account 


for Scma Securities. 


A story has Qetu to.d on Wall street 'O 


she tffijct that C. F. Huntiogton has 
been aeked by Mrs. Leland Stafford to 
account to the estate for a certain block 
of securities amounting in valuMto$l,- 
000,000, and that it is likely that Hnnt- 
ington will be able to control the Q&lves- 
ton, Houston and Texas and otter lines 
in which Stanford had large interests. 


Mrs. Stanford, it seems discovered that 


$300,000 of her late husband's indebted- 
ness to the Pacific Improvement com- 
pany by some one without her kLOwl- 
edge. 
An investigatioa disclosed the 


fact that the $300,000 was made up by 
the sale of certain railroad sooaritiea 
whioh had never been in Mrs. Stanford's 
possession or among the assets of the 
estate. It was fnrther discovered that 
Huntington had sold the Etook to him- 
self and was keeping control of certain 
important securities and also that a long 
line of securities were in the same condi- 
tion—held by Hnntington, but claimed 
by the Stanford estate. 
Upon these 


revelations Mrs. Stanford has notified 
Hnntington that unless the securities 
are at onoe delivered, suit will be insti- 
tuted to recover them. 


BANNER YJSAK FOR BACINQ. 


Snapper Garrison Thinks the Pros- 


pects lor 1894 are Very Good. 


"Snapper" Garrison, the well-kr.own 


jockey, in speaking of tbe prospects of 
a briliant racing season, said to-day: 
"This should be the banner year for rac- 
ing. The two-year-olds of last year were 
of a high quality, and all of them should 
develop into high olasa three-year-olds. 
Tbe older horses, and there are a nnmber 
of good ones, will have no easy time of it 
when they race against some of the 
three-year-olds. As for this year's two- 
year-olds, I know nothing, bnt aa a great 
many orack-a jack two-year-olds have 
been turned out each season, this year's 
lot should not fall below the average. 
They oan hardly be much better than a 
number that raced last season." 


Must Stay in Hie Own County, 
The Illinois supreme court in (jiving a 


decision in the Wentworth avenue special 
asiiessment case at Chicago, decided 
against tbe approval of the roll. 
One of 


the chief objections found by the supreme 
court is that the case was heard in the 
oonnty oonrt by a judge who Lad been 
brought to Chicago from another oonnty 
to help out the Cook county judge. The 
oonrt held that such a judge, resident of 
another county, had not jurisdiction in 
such oases. The same day this opinion 
was handed down, the supreme court in 
another case decided the question of visit- 
ins- judges finally and definitely by lay- 
ing down the policy that no judge may 
hold court in any county other than the 
one in which he was elected to preside. 
This decision makes it impossible for 
Judge Nelson to call for help in Maoon 
county business, and he cannot preside 
in other counties, as has been the custom 
in past years. 


Time For Winter Yet. 


Capt. J. H. Burrbam remarked at 


Bloomington yesterday that it was not 
too late yet for a good deal ot culd 
weather ibis winter. He instanced the 
winter of 186&-70 as very similar to the 
present thus far. The months of Decem- 
ber and January were unusually mild, 
and no cold weather of any consequence, 
in fact, came until the 20th ot February. 
From the 20th of February up to some 
time in March the weather was latensoly 
cold and great quantities ot ice were 
harvested after the 1st of March. On the 
upper Illinois river hundreds of thous- 
ands of tons were out and stacked on the 
river banks at once, j, One man cleared 
$100,000 in this way. It ie not at all 
improbable tbat tbe latter part of the 
winter may see such a full of tempera- 
tare SB will even up for the present 
spring-like balmmess.—Pantograph.

oonnty, had another tragedy yesterday 
afternoon. It was a street duel, in whioh 
shots were exchanged, and Milton Bond 
was instantly killed by his brother-in-law, 
William Calt.

right thigh. Calt is in jail, the jnry at

action of the grand jury. 


Jt appears that tab murder was the 


olirusx of an old trouble, whioh be- 
gan two years ago. There was .a 
hired girl in 
the 
B.ind household 


with whom Bond became infatuated. 
Mrs. Bond at the time talked of getting 
a divorce, but the offense was condoned, 
the couple continuing to live together. 
Mrs. Bond met her brother, Mr. Calt, 
in Sullivan yesterday, to consult with a 
lawyer about divorce proceedings. 
She 


was in J. R. McOlure's store when her 
husband came in and had a talk with 
her. Calt also entered the store and he 
and Bond had a few words. 
Cult and 


his sister left the store together and 
Bond followed them. Bond was warned 
by Oalt not to follow him stating that he 
was in Sullivan to protect his sister. 
Bond replied that he would go where be 
pleased and soon after tbat the shooting 
took place, on one side ot the public 
square. 


The murder excites great interest. 
It 


is believed by many that Oalt will be 
acquitted.

Echoes ot the Tragedy. 


The funeral of Milton F. Bond, the 


farmer who was shot dead by William 
Calt on Thursday night at Sullivan, was 
held on Friday in East Nelson township. 
Bond was 36 years of age, and had been 
married twice. He leaves three children 
by his last wife. He was a son of Lafay- 
ette Bond. He had property valued at 
$20,000. 
When picked up he had 83000 


m cash and notes on hia person, had 
planned to sell 82500 worth of stock on 
Friday, and had a farm in Moultr'.e 
county, besides 160 acres of land in Kan 
BBS. 
Bond had been having trouble 


with bis wife, because of hio alleged in- 
timacy with a hired girl, and she bad 
concluded to leave him, Mrs. Bond's 
father resides near P'uoe, in the edge of 
Shelby county. William Calt. the pris- 
oner now in the Sullivan jail, is 25 yeara 
of age, and is a school teacher. He is a 
brother of Mrs. Bond, and wan in Sulli- 
van Thursday last to protect his sister 
from possible assault by her husband, 
who knew she had left her father's home 
to consult a Sullivan lawyer about get- 
ting a divorce. Bond was in the neigh- 
borhood of his father-in-law's place Sun- 
day: I that day he chased a young man 
named Knapp with a pistol. Monday 
Bond paid a fine of 825 for that cffenae< 
Ha thought Knapp was in some way re- 
sponsible for hie wife leaving him. Bond 
seems to have been on a rampage all 
week until finally he collided with Gait's 
bullet, 


The Lord Scully Lands. 


Iiord Wiliiatu Scully owns 40,000 »ores 


in Logan county. The largest tract in 
one body consists of 19,640 acres. The 
land is mostly in 160 acre tracts. The 
rent is invariably cash rect. Last year 
it was 83.00 per acre. This year the 
price is to be raised to 84.00. Scully 
also owns many tracts in Tazewell, San- 
gamon and Livingston counties, and over 
100,000 acres in Kansas and Nebraska. 
The leases are iron-clad. Everything a 
tenant has on his farm la held for the 
rent, and every grain dealer is notified 
that he must not buy grain from a ten- 
ant unless the man oan show a receipt 
chat his rent is paid. There are over 200 
Sonlly tenants in Lagan ooanty. Scul- 
ly's annual remittance for rents is abont 
8150,000. 


Most ot the tenants on the Scully lands 


are Germans, coming largely from Baltic 
provinces of Pomerania. They dislike 
very much to build school bouses and 
churches snd the whole section of tbe 
country included in the Scully lands is 
very deeolata and barren so far as im- 
provements are concerned. The tenants 
are required *o rotate crops, and Scully 
has lately become quite an advocate of 
tiling, although he was formerly opposed 
to it. 


About six years ago Sonlly spent the 


summer at Lincoln with his wife and two 
daughters. 
His former agent, John 


Scully, who is said to be a nephew of 
"Lord" Sonlly, lived in Lincoln for sev- 
eral years and married a lady of that 
city. He died a few years ago, leaving a 
wife and two children, who still reside at 
Lincoln
